Our 
High School teachers are the same as 
last year, #lth the exception of two, 
MisR Sehlrmer, graduate of Peabody 
College, and Miss Tucker, graduate of 
I'niverslty of Kentucky. Miss Tucker 
has none no regular teaching but some 
substitute work. Miss Sehlrmer has 
been teaching several years and Is a 
woman of considerable experience and 
training. The other eight teachers 
have taui^t wMi us before, conse- 
quently, will at least, have one year 
more experience than they hail last 

We have recently tinted the walls, 
painted the woodwork of most of the 
rooflfs of the school buildings, have 
Installed a new lathe In tho wood shop, 
purchased some new books for the 
library, and In general have done a 
number of things to make the build- 
ing attractive and the work offered by 
the schools more inviting The board 
of Bducatlon has been looking after 
the repairs of buildings practically all 
summer. 

We have been doing some driving In 
the country, in the east end ot Mkson 
and Lewis counties and And a number 
of students that will be with us the 
coming year. Despite the fact that 
some people may think otherwise, the 
graduates of Maysvllle High School 
will be admltW to any college in the 
I'nited States that will take the grad- 
uates of any other High BehooL Some 
few colleges will not admit giadnates 
from any school without entrance ex- 
aminations. The reason why we have 
this high standing is, that we employ 
no teachers that are not themselves 
graduates of the leading Institutions of 
the United States.

FOR MOIIE NURSES 

IHENTUCKY 

Neeretary of Health Board Pliadit That 
Mere Toang Women Study Fur 
4 TralMll Hirses. 

Mrs. T. Til. Kussell has just received 
this letter from Dr. A. X McCormack, 
Secretary of the State Board of 
Health: 

.My dear Madam: A most serious 
danger at present confronting the 
health of the people of Kentucky, is 
the threatoiod shortage of nurses. 

"Young ..#omen who have flntahed 
high school can recetv? in the mod- 
em nurses' training schoo'ls, the equiv- 
alent of a university education, prac- 
tically without expense to thenK 
selves. - 

"There la no more necessary or dig- 
nified profession than that of the train- 
ed nurse. Kentucky training schools 
at present need 200 appUoant»— the 
city Hospital of liOulsvllle alone de 
siring 40 immediately. 

"1 am writing to urge your coopera 
tiofi in securing at Icasi one more 
high-grade pupil for one uf our train 
ing schools. The applicant should be 
healthy, ambitious, energetic and of 
good character. At the end of her 
course ihe has a profession for life, 
or with a few. months' extra work, can 
become a |,ubllc health nurse and hold 
a salaried position that will assure her 
a ( oniforttable living and .a digntfled 
profession. 

"Will you not make an effort tdday 
to I hitereet one whole ome youn 
woman of your city to enter the great- 
est profession open to women? Please 
have applicants or others InlereHled 
address their replies to Miss Marian 
Williamson. Director, Bureau f)f Pnl 
lie Health Nursing. State Roard of 
Health. Loiilavillj, Kentucky."

Despite the damage done by the 
bacterial diseases and the usual 
trouble from "btoek root," a disease 
which every year causes considerable 

damage by attaoktaig the rooU of to- |jelous and the entertainment wait line, 
baooo plants and killing growth, farm- 
ers believe a record crop will be cut 

this year. 

Dr. W. D. Vallean, plant pathologist 
of the Experiment Station, who is 
leading the fight against the diseases 
for the College of Agriculture, Is keep- 
ing dally watch on the infected sec- 
tions. He is of the belief thaf the sit- 
uation is as serious as ever. Professor 
Valleau is advising farmers to harvest 
their crop us soon as evidences of 
"wildfire" and "rust" appear. 

A booklet describing the two dis- 
eases and suggesting ways and means 
of guarding against them Is now be- 
ing prepared by the Experiment Sta- 
tion and will be ready, for distribution 
before the spring seed bed season. N'ot 
much work is being done on the book- 
let at present as all available tobacco 
experts of the station are hard at work 
on a solution of the present problem.

"I wish some ot th^ people who put 
up loud cried about how our Army has 
ben Prussianized could have cast an 

observant eje on tlie nine reprcnenta- 
tlves of the ilegulai- Army on the 
01vini)ic truck and boxing teams, who 
are now in Antweu). Four are enlisted 
men; five are officers. Kvery man 
Jack of them won bis place because 
ihe put out Ihe others. In the Army 
finals at St Louis I sa% officers and 
I men In the hardest kind of competi- 
tion, and when a soldier put is over 
the officer, lie got I lie decision." 

This was liri;;ailier Ceiieral lOilward 
J. McGIuchlln saying it. He commands 
the Seventh Division, which won the 
Central Department meet and is send- 
inR more successful competitors to 
Atnwerp than any other division. The 
General made the point that when it 
came to any such foolish idea as lliat 
ail (ifllcer couldn't engage In eomiietl- 
llon Willi Ills 111(11, someliody was 
spoofing the public Ofllcerg and men 
on the Army Olympic teatn won their 
places by sheer merit 

''Why," exclaimed Qeneral McQlach- 
Itn, "Lieutenant Joseph Cranston, our 
snappy middleweight, fough his way 
through many liai il-lilttiiii; soldier 
men in the ranks licfoi-e lie wnn tlie 
ilistlnetion of leiiresentlng liiele 
Sam's Army at Autwerp. On the other 
band. Sergeant Tod Schneider, the 
Army's light heavy; Private Fred Koi- 
berK, welterweight; Sergeant B. J. 
Fowler, lightweight, and Jrlvate John 
Lesser, flyweight, all pounded their 
way through regimental, divisional, 
and departmental preliminary liouths, 
jiuttlng out many a contender la'fore 
they were picked for the big show." 

General KfoOlaoblin went on to say 
it was the same in the field and track 
events, and in swimming and wrest- 
ling.

"Speaking of discipline," added Gen- 
eral MeClaelilin, who has been in the 
.\rniy more than l!o years. "In. [leaei' 
tinii> it is re-;erveil for the strictly mil- 
itary relation. Vou will find discipline 
In industry. You can no more put 
loaded rifles and pistohi in the bands 
of a great number of men without 
strictly^ enforcing a general plan of 
rondct than you ca nset men to work 
running passenger trains, or liamllin'-; 
great converters (llleil wlih ions of 
liiollen sli'el, witliiiiis supei vi'iion. So 

wlicre the protesoion of arms Is main- 
tained you have and always will have 
discipline— public safety demands It. 
But in the field of sport, the attitude of 
the Army always |s, 'May the best man 
win.' 

"If. as wi' are ho fond of saying here, 
sport is one of tlio best social levelers, 
then the Army is one of the most dem- 
ocratic institutions In America

New York, Aug. 20. — Methodists 
throughout America will recall today 
as the 175th anuivorsary qf the birth 
of FranolB Asbury, the first Methodist 
bishop In America. In churches 
throughout the country the coming 
Sunday will be set asfde for special 
sermons in honor of the memory of 
the famous iiionecr. 

Wliat Wesley was to .Methodism In 
Entlaiiil, I'rancis Asbury was to the 
cause of that faith America. He per- 
formed, Inded, prodlglea^if energy and 
perseverance In preaching his gospel 
In the great, wllderneaa of the new 
world, which Wealey never oonld have 
done. 

DeKinnkig bis llinenant missionary 
efforts immediately after his arrival 
in I'liiladelphia from England in 1T71, 
at the age of 26, he pursued his inde- 
fatigable labors until he died at the 
ripe age of 71. He began preacMng lii 
Pennsylvania, traveled through New 
.ieraey and New York, Initiating the 
first regular circuit work In America, 
and covering Delaware, Maryland and 
Virginia with lines of missionary 
travel. 

His powers of endurance and the re- 
sults that he apcompUslied were as- 
tonishing. In traveling tbrough unset- 
tled regions, he was glad to find re- 
pose In the cabin of a settled who 
could affer no bed but the top of a 
chest, but as a rule not even this ac- 
commodation was at band, and be was 
forciHl to lind rest on the liare ground, 
with -no covering but the clothes he 
wore, or on the hoards of deserted 
cabins. 

Frequently for days he rode on 
horseback over rou^ rMds, where he 

and his companions were the sole 

traM'lers. crossing rivers and rugged 
mouiJains, and often rediicoil on ex- 
tended journeys to half fare 

After he came bishop, in 1784, his 
personal efforts, instead of diminish- 
ing, were increased. He astablisbed 



new circuits in North Carolina, .\ew 
•lersey ami Keinucky. and the revivals 
in Marylang and other parts of the 
country increased greativ I nenthusi' 
asm and attendance! 

Asbury's annual salary as bishop 
was $64 a year, with traveling ex 
pcnses. and he maintained a continual 
struggb' to keep himself supplied with 
food and clolbing enough to nmke it 
possible for him to move about. 

His most remarkable Journey was 
to Georgia across the rugged moun 
tains of North Carolina In 1788, when 
he was overtaken by tremendous rain 
storms. He was sufferint; part of the 
way Willi a ragini; fever, and at night 
he lay down in tiis wet clothes 
whatever nlace of shelter be conl 
find, traveling in this way 110 miles 
before he could stop to rest. He died 
in Virginia, March 81, 1816, literally in 
the harness, while Journeying to a gen 
eral conference at Baltimore. 

Asbury's name has been |ierpetnnle( 
in the celebrated Asbury I'ark and i 
various church slnicinro.--. but hi 
lame among .Methodists is enshruiei 
in the Methodist Kpiscopal hood con 
oern, of which he laid the foundation 
in the Methodist missions, which h 
founded, to the frontier settlements of 
the country, and in the Methodist Sun 
day school system, which lie was Ih 
first man on the American continent to 
Introduce. 

Ho founded the Methodist church in 
America with a few little meeting- 
houses and 300 communicants ^d left 
It with 214,000 members, controlled by 
bishops, with 2,000 preachers and 
itinerants, having traveled in Its serv 
Ice over 270,000 miles and preached 
more than 16,500 sermons. 

Asbury kv.h a personal friend 
Washington and exerted a strong in- 
flucncc on the American side in the 
Revolution.

It 
represents him as seeking pardon 
through prayer to God. This la God's 
way for men to obtain pardon. God 
has never had but one way of pardon- 
ing men. In all the diapensatlons men 
have always hCd frpe aooesa to Qod 
for pardon without any intermediary. 
Christ waa a "lamb* alaln tnm the 
foundation of the world." Blood was 

the only thing necessary. 

This Psalm Is the experience of one 
who had been saved; but he bad sinned 
and therefore he waa under condemna- 
tion. Sin aeparatea a man trom Ood, 
and he must be restored to Ood's fa- 
vor before he can have Joy or peace 
or purity. 

This old Tislaniont saint got back to 
God just like New Testament saints 
set back when they fall away by sin. 
He confessed his sin to Ood and plead 
for mercy. He knew that when God 
forgaye him he would restore his lost 
joy, 80 he prayed for that too. But par- 
ci<iii was what he aakad for. That is 
wliai every sinner should seek. Every 
sinnei' Is a eondemned criminal, and. 
lie continues to he that till he Is pur-j 
<l(ined. Time wtll not take away Euilt.f 
When a Christian commits a sin be 
w ill never have peaoe till that sin Is 
pardoned and it will not be pardoned 
till he forsakes sin, confesses it to 
God and begs for mercy. There will 
be no joy In that heart lill that sin 
is forgiven. There are two ways tu net 
rid of a debt— a financial obligation— 
one is to pay it; the other to have It 
forgiven or releued by the creditor. 
But there is but one way of getting rid 
of Bin, that la by pardon. Christ's 
atonement made It possible for God to 
pardon sin and yet be just. 

God does not promise pardon until 
nien have repented. Repentance Is the 
eclslon of the one who^ has sinned to 
sin no more. There may be much sor- 
row and yet no repentance. Ood stands 
pledged to pardon the one who (inits 
sinning and asks f(ir mercy, fur 
Christ's sake. When the sinner has de- 
cided to unit sinning It is not hard for 
him to believe that God forgives him 
and that la faith. He must pray until 
his faith takes hold on Qod fo^ par- 
don, and then the Joy cornea Into bis 
heart, as a witness to his soul that his 
sins are forgiven. This is the fruit of 
the spirit that witnesses to his sprit 
that he is forgiven. Khen God forgives 
a man's sins ho does not leave him In 
ignorance as to that fact, but reveals 
it to him by the Holy Spirit The par- 
don of sin makes a man a Christian 
When a Christian sins, pardon reatores 
him to his former relatlonahip and 
gives him ijack his joy. The reason 
men do nut jiray f(ir the pardon of 
their sins is because they are not will- 
ing'to quit sin. They want lo go to 
heaven when they die but they do not 
want to qnlt sin. This they cannot do. 
"Except ye repent ye shall all Hkewise 
perish." Let every slAner of every 
grade take warning and pray for par- 
don until the pardon la granted and he 
has the witness in his heart that his 
sins are all taken away. Then he will 
rejoice.
